The development is a significant one. -It 
shows the extent to which firms have-been 
driven by the present scale of wages to 
mano-yvre to obtain work. To.what degree 
the ‘cheapness of these foreign steel plates 
anangles is due to the depressed exchanges 
but no doubt these are tell- 
ing against the, British worker. It would 
indeed, be interesting to ascertain to what 
extent German and Balgine steel plates and 
angles are responsible for, the improvement 
in the British shipbujlding industry which 
has lately occurred, and how far the under- 
bidding of foreign steel manufacturers is 
robbing our own wiker of the opportunity 
of finding employment for their men.

“It is probably true, I think,” the letter 
continues, “that to most criminals capital 
punsihment, because of ita definiteness, ix 
slightly more effective as a deterrent in the 
moment of temptation than any othér form 
of penalty. On tho other band, it invests 
murder: with. a certain fictitious glamour,, 
and I believe its effect.as a deterrent in the 
moment .of temptation ia more than counter- 
balanced by the more subtle influence of this 
glamour for unbalanced: minds working oa 
& pervasive. suggestion. It is, of course, 
possible that abolition would, for the moment, 
produce » few extra murders, because it 
would create a poneral impression that the 

malty was relaxed. But this would not’ 

t long.” The capital -penalty,"the Bisho; 
holds, did harm by undermining the general 
respect for the sanctity of lifo, for. the State 
which killed was giving the snnction of the 
State to killing, and wus also creating a
